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Depressed Freeway Wanted; 
Nothing Else Acceptable 


Almost everyone in the community will heartily endorse 
the action of the Upland city council Aug. 2 in demanding 
from the California highway commission a “depressed route” 
for the proposed upper freeway through the Upland citrus 
area. 


It is generally known that highway engineers favor an 
overhead crossing of Euclid Ave. and a surface route through 
the citrus groves. It is, therefore, essential that at every oppor- 
tunity the wishes of the community be expressed with firm- 
ness. A representative of the California highway commission 
at the council meeting asked for approval of the route of the 
so-called “upper” freeway. 


The councilmen gave that approval “on condition” the 
freeway through here is depressed. 


At the public hearing when the proposal was first dis- 
cussed, sentiment was voiced against anything but a de- 
pressed route. That is what the community wants. We should 
not permit anything else. 


Sales Tax Easy Way To Get 
Relief From Property Tax 


All owners of real estate should be very happy that the 
city of Upland and San Bernardino county have a sales tax. 
‘One per cent is the tax on all transactions. It not only is an 
easy way for governmental agencies to get funds but it also 
spreads the cost of government to all consumers. 


Sales tax income to the city for the current year will total 
$90,100. If this source of income were not available, the tax on 
real property would have to be increased sufficiently to pro- 
duce that much in revenue. 


County voters approved in the June vote an $8,000,000 
bond issue. Principal and interest on those honds are to be 
paid for from the newly adopted county sales tax. Again, if 
it were not for the sales tax, some other method would have 
to be found for producing the necessary money to provide 
the facilities and services demanded by the public of the local 

governmental agencies. 


The average payer of sales taxes gives a few pennies — 
and occasionally a few dollars — at a time and seldom gives 


a thought to it. Yet, payment of taxes on real and personal 
property are notably a real problem among taxpayers. 


And so, any effort to obtain new retail outlets, should be 
encouraged here and elsewhere in the county. 


Sales tax revenue is a good index of local business. Up- 
landers should be happy to note that an increase of more 
than $1,200 a month is anticipated for the current year as com- 
pared with the previous year. 


At no time, however, should this “easy” tax be accepted 
by public officials as a fund for “easy” expenditures. Rather, 
such a tax should be regarded as an increased responsibility 
in the management of services and expenditures. As the sales 
tax produces more money, the trend should be toward a reduc- 
tion in property taxes. 


Salary Grade for Teachers 


Roy E. Simpson, State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, has thrown the machinery of his department into gear 
with the powerful California Teachers Association in a cam- 
paign for more State money to increase teachers’ salaries . . . 


Most school districts make no distinction between the pay 
of outstanding, average and indifferent teachers; pupils are 
graded and rewarded according to their merit as students, but 
teachers aren't. We believe that in teaching, as in other pro- 
fessions, there should be extra rewards for extra ability. And 
we think it is time this proved incentive was used by the 
schools. . . . If the public is going to be asked to put up 
$40,000,000 additional a year for the schools, its officials like 
Superintendent Simpson should give thought to this largely 
ignored aspect of the teachers’ salary question.

Memorial Park bulged at the 
seams with drunks last Sunday. 
About 350 of them by actual 
count. But these drunks were all 
sober and some of them have 
been sober for a dozen yaars. 

These drunks, members of Al- 
coholics Anonymous, were hold- 
ing an annual picnic that attract- 
ed attendance from Arcadia to 
Yucaipa. 

Never one to fritter away an 
invitation for roast turkey, I was 
in ‘early attendance. I knew many 
by name and many by past his- 
tory.. 

This group about the tables 
near Atwood Kitchen would have 
been commonplace’to a casual 
observer. But to me it was a 
scene of triumph over heartbreak 
and death for the majority. 

A member stopped to chide me 
about the helping of turkey on my 
plate. He was the picture of 
health and I knew he was doing 
well on the job. He was laugh- 
ing, without a care in the world— 
and adding a few inches to his 
midriff. 

He had fought booze through 
three divorces, a multitude of 
jails, more jobs than he could 
remember and skidrows in Los 
Angeles, Sacramento, San Fran- 
cisco, Portland and Seattle. 

He had been literally taken out 
from ‘‘under the bridge’ by a 
couple of A. A. members. They 
had scoured, shaved and outfitted 
him after burning the clothing 
he wore. After six weeks of so- 
briety he was back under the 
bridge. 

This time he went equipped 
with the book ‘‘Alcoholics Anon- 
ymous,’’ and a bottle of wine. 
He read a chapter or two in the 
book and drank the wine. Going 
to a nearby liquor store he hocked 
the book for two bottles of wine. 

The liquor store owner accept- 
ed the book telling him, ‘‘I’ve 
always wanted to read this book.” 

Two bottles of wine don’t last 
an alcoholic long. Before many 
hours he was back at the liquor 


|store trying to get another bot- 


tle of wine advanced. 

“Nothing doing,’’ the proprie- 
tor told him, “from what I’ve 
read, I can see you’re an alco- 
holic. If I knew before what I 
know now I wouldn’t have given 
you the first two bottles.” 

With this refusal the sodden 
man walked nearly 12 miles to 
hunt up an A. A. acquaintence on 
a job near the Chino Institution 
for Women, which was under 
construction at that time. He lo- 
eated the friend and was again 
refurbished and brought into the 
A. A. fold. 

After 14 months prosperity 
clouded his thinking and he 
wound up drunk and in three jails 
in quick succession. He dried out 
in an alcoholic ward and came 
back to this community to try 
again. Twice more he suffered 
relapses from this dread disease 
of alcoholism. Both times he re- 
turned to A. A. swearing to find 
out what he was overlooking in 
this plan for sobriety and. hap- 
piness. 

He discovered finally he had to 
get out of his own light. His 
mind opened for the first time 
and he accepted teachings that 
are as old as time. He put these 
teachings into practice and good 
things started happening to him.

Testing For Corrosion Resistance 


Mays Laboratory Leon Sent 


‘Now Operating | 


Mays Quality Test Laboratory 
Inc., recently moved to Alta Lo- 
ma from Pomona, has a staff at 
work installing equipment from 
_|the Pomona plant while the clean- 
up job inside and outside the 
former Blue Goose orange pack- 
ing plant is carried on. 

The jarge pbuilding and base- 
ment will house various types of 
Yequioment and machinery for 
testing metals and machinery. 
Already in place are magnetic 
and physical testing devices, one 
of the latter to test for strength 
and stresses up to 30,000 Ibs. 

An interesting operation, just 
set up, is the zyglo inspection 
department, a process of sub- 
merging metals in a fluorescent 
peneirant, a liquid with an oil 
base. Flaws in the metal are 
evident under black light after 
the' metal is washed, put in a 
developer, and dried. The near 
ultra violet light used has 3600 
to 4000 Angetrum units. 

This equipment and all other 
equipment used in the plant is 
manufactured 1by Magnaflux 
Corp., according to Mr. Mays.
